arranged therein for the people and/or 
objects, the receiving system being

detachably mounted in the direction of the 
floor of the housing, and/or the container 
being shaped so as to ensure that blast waves 
are deflected. 

In the interest of completeness, the 
applicant should note that claim 1 also lacks 
novelty within the meaning of PCT Article 
33(2) over documents D2 and D3 . 

3. Dependent claims 2-37 contain no features 

that, in combination with the features of any 
claim to which they refer, meet the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step. 
The reasons therefor are the following: 

- The features of claims 9-16, 19, 22, 24-26, 
32, 33 and 35-37 are disclosed in Dl (cf .

- The features of claim 21 are disclosed in 
D2 (cf . figure 1) . 

- The features of claims 3-8, 17 and 18 are 
disclosed in D3 (cf . column 3, line 11 to 
column 4, line 54; figures 1-3) . 

- The features of claim 2 are rendered 
obvious by D4 (cf . figure 4) .
